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the nearelt excife-offices refpectively. No 
drawback is to be allowed, after June 
1.1758, on the exportation of any [il- 
ver plite imported into or manufactured 
in this kingdom. ‘The act does not exe 
tend to fubject any perfons to any pe- 
palty for trading in gold ordilver lace, 
wire, thread, or fringe, or to repeal any 
drawbacks now payable on the expor- 
tition of fuch lace, wire, thread, or 
fringe. This hiffory to be continued.

Any wonderful {tories have been 
M told of perfons being dead (in 
the common acceptation of the woid) 
tor feveral days, and then reviving, or 
coming to lite again ; but moit of thele, 
I believe, are either fabulous or exagae- 
rated: yet fone are fo well atteited, 
that we cannot well doubt of their au- 
thenticity [xvii. 513.}]. What is com- 
monly underftood when we lay a perion 
is dead, is, 1 apprehend, when he no 
longer breathes, and there is no pulfa- 
tion or tremor to be felt in the heart or 
arteries. After thele principal, and, 
what ‘the generality think, the only 
fisns ot life, ceafe, the body is imme- 
diately ftript and ftretched; and if any 
principle of life is left, as 1 imagine there 
often is, it is effectually extinguifhed by 
this barbarous treatment And fur- 
ther, the body is trequently buried next 
day, feldom or never Ictt longer than 
two days, elpecially among the common 
people in this county ; by which cruel 
caftom, too generally prevailing in moft 
parts of England, there is great reafon 
to believe, that many have been buried 
alive ; a circumftance not to be thought 
of without horror. 

As I would willingly bring this cu- 
fiom of burying fo foon into difule, (un- 
lefs the interment is rendered abfolutely 
necellary by fome circumitances, of 
Which almoft every perfon may be a 
judge), I thall give a very recent inftance 
of a woman's recovery, atter being to 
all appearance dead. 

_ Mrs Fudge, of this place, aged above 
eighty, feemed for many years gradual- 
ly to decline ; aad, towards the end of

Mrs Fudge’s revival, 
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September lait, took to her bed ; and, in 
a few days, feemingly expired in the 
morning. As fhe had olven delired, not to 


he buried till the had been two days dead, ° 


her requelt was to have been religioufly 
complied with by her relation, a woman 
of veracity, who informed me of thefe 
particulars; for Thad not an opportu. 
nity of feeing her myfelf: however, all 
that did, looked upon her as dead; and 
the report was current through the 
whole place; nay, a gentleman of the 
town actually wrote to his friend in the 
land of Scilly, that fhe was deceafed. 
Bat to proceed : One of thofe who were 
paying the latt kind offices of humanity 
to her remains, perceived fome warmth 
about the middle of her back ; and ac- 
guainting her triends with it, they ap- 
plicd a mirror to her mouth ; but, atter 
repeated trials, could not obferve it in 
the leaft ftained: her under jaw was 
likewife fallen, as the common phrafe 
is; and, in fhort, fhe had every appear- 
ance of a dead perfon. All this time 
fhe had not been ttripped or drefled, but 
the windows were opened, as is ufual in 
the chambers of the deceafed. In the 
evening the heat feemed to increafe, and 
at length fhe was perceived to breathe. 
From the account I had, fhe could not 
be lefs than twelve hours without any 
perceivable motion; and it was not 
till next day that I heard the was come 
to life again, and muft confefs, that, at 
firlt, I laughed at the report, as I knew 
fhe was of a great age, and had not died 
fuddenly. However, upon inguiry, I 
found it had actually been fo, and fuch 
an uncommon occurrence made a great 
noife in the place. 

I have faithfully related this affair, to 
the belt of my knowledge, without the 
leaft exaggeration; and if the life of 
but one in an age is prolonged by paying 
a proper regard to this inftance, | think 
it will deferve the attention of the pu- 
blic.

T the city of Bern, in Switzer- 
land, a man of bufinefs, by fuc- 

cefs in his way of trade, had acquired a 
4F confiderable 
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confiderable real and perfonal eftate : 
and having no family, he made a will 
to the following effect, viz. 

Being anxious for my fellow-citizens 
of Bern, (who have often fuilered by 
dearth of corn and wine), my will ts, 
that, by the permiilion of providence, 
they fhall never for the future furtter a- 
gain under the like calainity : to which 
end and purpote I give my eftate, real 
and perfonal, to the fenate of Bern, m 
truft for the people ; that is to fay, that 
they receive the produce of my ettate, 
till it thall come to the fum of [luppote 
two thoufand pounds]; that then they 
fhall lay ovt this two thouland pounds 
in building a town houle, according to 
a plain by me left; the lower ttory 
whereof to confilt of large vaults or re- 
politorics for wine; the ftory above I 
direct to be formed into a piazza tor 
fuch perfons as fhall come to the market 
at Bern, for dilpofing of their goods, 
free from the injuries of the weather ; 
above that I direct a counctl-chamber to 
be erecicd, tor a committee of the fenate 
to meet in from time to time, to adjuit 
my accounts, and to direét fuch things 
as may be necefiary for the charity ; 
and above tle council-chamber as ma- 
ny floors for granaries as can be conve- 
niently railed, to depolit a quantity of 
corn tor the ufe of the people, whenever 
they thall have occafion for it. And when 
this building thall be erc&ed, and the 
expence of it diicharged, 1 direct the fe- 
nate of Bern to receive the produce ef my 
eftate, till the fame fhill amount to the 
fu of [luppot: two thouland pounds]; 
and when the price of corn fhall be un- 
der the mean rate of the laft ten years 
one fourth part, they fhall then lay out 
one thouland pounds in corn, and ttow 
Jt in my granaries ; and the fame in 
wine, when under one fourth of the 
mean rate of the laft ten years: and my 
willis, that none of the fhid corn or 
wine fhall be fold, until the price of 
corn or wine fall ex ceed, at the com- 
mon market, one fourth of the mean 

ate for the laft ten years; and then e- 
very citizen of Bern thall demand dail 
(or proportionably weekly) as many 
pounds weight of wheat, and as many

pints of wine, as he has mouths in his 
family to confume, and no more; and 
that for the fame he pay ready money, 
after the mean rate that it has been it 
for the lat ten years palit; a due pro. 
portion being allowed for waite, and 
that to be fetiled by the fenate; and 
that each houlcholder thall be fo fuppli- 
ed as long as the price of corn or wine 
fhall continue above the rate of one 
fourth more than the mean rate: and 
whatloever increafe fhall be made ot the 
capital, it fhail be laid out, under the 
fame reftrictions, in adding to the ftock 
of corn and wine: which, under the 
blefling of God, will, J hope, 10 a cers 
tain time, reduce thele two ne eifiry ire 
ticles of to vVely Near-a fixed price, 
to the glory of God, and the benetit of 
the poor.” 

This legacy has fubfifted near 200 years, 
and has had the defired effect at Bern. 

An Englifh merchant returning trom 
Aleppo, by Bern, took this hint, and 
fettied a fum of money, for the ule of 
the poor at Ningfton-on-Thames, for 
the purchafle of coals in the fame man- 
ner. Arthur Onflow, Speaker of the 
Honourable houfe of Conmons, and Nt 
cholas Hardinge, (lately deceated), 
were two of the trutlees, under whole 
aulpices the poor were abundantly fup- 
plied, and the fund greatly augmented. 

About five years ago the bint was gi- 
ven, and fome gentlemen in Northamp: 
ton collected a fun of money, for pur- 
chafing fewel at prime coft, and fell- 
ing to the poor at the fame rate ; which 
aniwered periecily well. 

Mr Yarranton, ina book called Eng- 
land’s improvement, has this propolal. 
** To have public granaries erected, 
(which he calls granaries), wherei 
the farmer might depofit his grain when 
it is very cheap, and have a transferable 
property therein, fo as to be able to 
raile money thereupon for the payment 
of his rent, or for any other purpole.— 
The landlord might in that cafe have 
the fame fecurity and right of feizure 
upon the crops depofited there, as the 
law now gives him upon corn growing 
upon his eftate, or brought into the 


barns.” Gent. Mag.

M. Allaman, who 
faw her ia this condition, was of opi- 
nion, that if electricity could be of fer- 
vice 10 any cafe, it might very probably 
be fo in this, as the patient was other- 
wile in found health. He therefore e- 
lectrified her by drawing {parks from the 
tongue. The firit day of the operation, 
he fancied that he oblferved fome motion.

Oy the Lombard fchool there are 

thirteen matters; of whem the 
celebrated Anthony Corregio is the chiet. 
la the pictures of this maiter the colour. 
ing is fo warm, and yet fo tender, and 
there is fuch an elegance diffuled over 
the whole, that it is faid, Jupiter in- 
tending to have a painting of the gra- 
ces, they petitioned that Correg'o ouly 
might be the artil : 
Non alia pingt dzatri, pater aime, rogamus. 
This moft excellent whofe 
name was De dilegris, was born in the 
year 1494, at Corregio, in the Mode- 
nefe; and, as a painter, has always 
been diftinguifhed by the name of the 
place at which he was born. He be- 
came a painter without being appointed 
or invited to the profeffion by others, 
without the inftruction of any matter, 
without the imitation of the ancients, 
Without a journey to Rome, without 
defire of making a fortune, and even 
without ambition to excel. He produ- 
ced pictures as La Fontaine did tables, 
by a kind of natural inftinét, and a cone 
fummate tafte, by which he {pontane- 
oufly diftinguifhed the truly beautiful; 
a qualification for which he was indebt- 
ed only to nature, and which indeed na- 
ture only could beitow. His concep- 
tion, his defign, his colouring, the 
whole of his performance was peculiarly 
his own. He was not indeed extreme- 
ly correét in the outlines of his figures ; 
but he atoned for that defcét by the 
manner that Frefnoy calls the great, of 
which be had an expreffion peculiar to 
himfelf. He painted a great number of 
pieces at Parma, particularly the two 
grand cupolas of the cathedral and St 
John’s. The fubjeét of the cathedral is 
the allumption of the Virgin Mary, and 


that of St John’s is the afcenfion of our — 


Lord: both are held in the higheft efti- 
mation by the beft judges. To this ma- 
fter the world is indebted for the fine 
Nativity that has been fo much admired

top, the bottom, and fides of the piece, 
js expreiied the obfeurity of a very dark 
night, but from the infant Jetus there 
ilues a light as ftrong as funfhine ; and 
by this happy and natural oppofition of 
light and {hade, Corregio has given an 
efet to his compofition, befides that 
of novelty, which is always firiking, 
that fhews him to be fcarce Icls a poet 
than a painter. The original painting 
is aid by fome to be at Reggio, and, 
by others, at Modena. Corregio lived 
to be no more than forty years of age : 
and he died poor; becaute he did not 
himlelf fet a proper value upon his la- 
bour; and becaufe, while the world 
was gazing with admiration at his works, 
every one was content to let his merit 
fall a facrifice to his modeity. 

The King of France has eight pic- 
tures painted by this mafter ; of which 
the following are exquifite: 1. The 
marriage of St Catherine. 2. The Vir- 
gin, the infant Jefus, Mary Magdalene, 
and St Jerome. 3. Virtue victorious 
over Vice. 4. A reprefentation of a 
fenfual man. 

After Corregio came the Caracci’s ; 
of whom there were four, all celebra- 
ted painters ; unibal, Lodovico, An- 
thony, and Augufiine. ‘They were born 
at Bologna. Lodovico was coufin * to 
Auguftine and Annibal, who were bro- 
thers, and Anthony was Auguttine’s 
tural fon. Thefe mafiers have formed 
as it were, a particular f{chool ; for 
their pupils and imitators were very nu- 
merous. Lodovico, who was the el- 
deft, took care of Auguftine and An- 
thony, and infpired them with the fame 
love for painting that he felt in his own 
breaft; and, by his prudence and affec- 
tion, he fo managed their tempers, 
Which were naturally very different, and 
difpofed them very much to be jealous 
of cach other, that they lived together 
iN great harmony, and concurred to pro- 
mote the general welfare of the family. 
Annibal, upon the whole, was the 
£reateft mafter, and moft in eftecem. 
He was employed eight years in paint- 

* As it sppears that he wes much older than 


Aupuftine, perhaps he was the fun of their grand- 
father’s brother. 
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ing the Farnefian gallery; and was fo 
ill requited for that noble work, by the 


wretch whole faftidious vanity he had 
toiled to gratify, that it broke his heart ; 
and he died at the age of forty-nine 
years, of vexation, regret, and difap- 
pointment. His brother Auftin died at 
the age of forty-eight, and Anthony at 
the age of thirty-five ; but Lodovico li- 
ved to be fixty-three. 

Frefnoy, in his Art of paixting, aticr 
having celebrated Raphael, Romaine, 
Corregio, and Titian, pays the follow- 
ing compliment to Annibal Caracci, in 
which he has alfo expreffed his character : 

Ouos fedulus Annibal omnes 
Ti propriam mentem aigue modum mird arte 

The diligent Annibal has taken all 
that was excellent in thefe great ma- 
fiers, and has made it his own. It mutt 
not, however, be fuppofed, that Fret- 
noy intended to preter Annibal Caracci 
toCorregio and Raphael; he only meant, 
that, in a certain degrec, he had attain- 
ed the diftinguithing exceilencics of each. 


The King has twenty-two pieces of 


this mafter ; the chief of which are, two 
Nativities, the placing the body of Je- 


fus in the fepulchre, the aflumption of 


the Virgin Mary, two martyrdoms of St 
Stephen, a St Scbaiftian, and a {mall piece, 
fourteen inches by fixteen, called The 


Silence of Caracci, and reprefenting an in- 


fant Jefus fleeping in the arms of his mo- 
ther. Of this piece it is juitly remark- 
ed, that its having obtained a charac- 
teriftic name is a {trong prefumption in 
its favour, and that the general eftima- 
tion of it is well founded. ‘There is a 
very high tafte in the defign, great juft- 
nefs in the expreflion, and great ftrength 
in the colouring ; there is in the whals 
an elegant fimplicity, that renders it u- 
niverfally ftriking. The Virgin is repre- 
tented ftanding ; the infant fits on a 
white pillow placed upon a table, and 
is fupported in her arms; St John is 
ftretching out his hand to wake him, 
but the Virgin makes a fign to him to 
forbear and be filent. 

There are five piétures by Lodovico 
Caracci; the Annunciation, a Nativity, 
the adoration of the kings, the Virgin 
and the child Jefus, and Omphale Queen 
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of Lydia. By thefe pieces, which are 
excellent, it appears, that Lodovico 
Caracci had ftudied the manner of Cor- 
regio. 

There is one piGure of Anthony 
Caracci, which is of the greater value, 
as his pieces are few reprefents the 
univerfil deluge, with great variety of 
action and juiinefs of delign ; but the 
colouring is weak. 

Michael crcvela Merizi, fometime: 
ed Le Caravagin, from the place of hts 
birth, added splendor to the Lombard 
fchool; not indeed by his merit, as a 
man; for he was impetuous, quarrel- 
fome, jealous, ill-bred, and contemptu- 
ous, He lived in a public houl, and 
kept company only with rabble ; threw 
himfelf into violen patlions for nothing ; 
ran, as it were, through the world, and 
died miferably at the age of forty vears. 
But, as a painter, he was great; his 
manner was firited, itriking, and had 
a great cfd. He was a copielt only 
after nature; and he ufed to fay, that 
the originals which he imitated were in 
the fireets and fquares of the city. But 
his figures were often without choice ; 
and in many of them there was a nare

was often very bad, and he was cefi- 
cient both in keeping and perfpettive 

The King has four pifures of this 
rafter ; the chief of which is a portrait 
at full length of Vignacourt, who was 
then Grand Milter of Malta Carava- 
gio had run away trom Miita for mur- 
der; it is therctore reafonable to fup- 
pole, that he drew the vortrait of the 
Grand Matter with utmoit 
And it is indeed a mo{t exquilite piece. 
It exceeds the pieces of ‘Titian in the 
juitnefs, the ftrength, and the fweet- 
nels of the colouring ; in the attitude 
of the figure there is a noble fimplicity, 
and the armour is rich, and very highly 
finithed. This extraordinary piece js in 
ene of the halls at Luxenburg. 

Atter the Caracci’s came Guide; but, 
by the accounts that have been given of 
him, he appears to have been fuperior 
to all the reft. He is faid to have had

an accuracy and penetration which ren. 
dered his d figns not onty jutt, but trie 
king = The beauty ot his ideas was 
withoat alloy ; and his pencil Was, in 
the higheft degree, luxurious ex. 
preffive: his ftroke had a freedom and 
tacihty which no oth rcould approach, 
and, at the fime time, a corecinefy, 
that elaborate diligence can never ac. 
quire. In bis drapery he is admirable, 
but, in the turn of a head, inimitable. 
His firit manner was incomparahly the 
moft {pirited, and greatly fuperior to 
that of Louis Caraccii With refi et to 
this, there is nothing to be recrctted, 
but that he guitted it too foon, and 
that the number of his pieces in which 
preferved, is very fmall. 
This manner he changed, for one that 
was more vague and more thowy ; it 
was alfo, without dou!t, more fuitable 
to his genius ; and being extremely pica- 
fing, it determined his reputation and 
his fortune. Of this manner the ita- 
hans fay, that grace and beauty were 
at the fingers-ends of Guido, and that, 
when he painted, they left them, to 
take up their refidence with the figures 
which he animated with his pencil. And 
indeed he was, im this refpect, fo great 
a matter, that, even in his laft pieces, 
which appear to have heen executed 
with great negligence, this grace is cone 
ficuous in ablits fplencor — Je has been 
faid, that he requires fome indulgence 
in the want of the lait heightenmng 
touches, which are necellary to take off 
that cqnality of colouring. which fel- 
lom fails to render a piece fpiritlefs, and 
which renders Guido’s laft preces inferior 
to thofe of his fi: { manner 
This matter wes a Bolonefe, and has 
fometimes been called Reni, which was 
his tamily-name. He was always well 
received among the great, his compa- 
nions were perfons of the firft credit, 
and he had a fofinefs of manners that 
rendered him very amiable. His only 
fault was the love of play, and this ap- 
peared only in the litter part of his lite. 
It was, indeed, pro uétive of the moft 
pernicious confequences to poor Guido; 
as it robbed him of his peace, his fore 
tune, ayd evea his reputation; for i 
compelled 
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compelled him to finish, in the utmott 
hurry, fuch pieces as were bel poxe, Lait 
he might repair hits lotles with the mo 
nev; and, under this diladvantage, he 
produced many pictures Chat are un wore 
thy of his name. tie dic ia ihe year 
1642, at the age of txty-ieven years. 

Phe King has twenty-toree of his 
paintings. of them are imcompa- 
rably fine ; particularly five 
Virgins, an head of Chrut crowned with 
thorns, a St Francis in meditation, a 
Rowan charity, and four pices, repre- 
fenting the labours of Hercules, which, 
the connofeurs fiy, are the beil pictures 
he ever painted. 

dibano wis aifo a painter of graces 
in the faine fchool. He was the come 
panion and emuiator of Guido 3 and to 
thisemulation the world is indebted tor 
many of the fine pictures which this ma- 
fter produced. He lived tourfcore and 
two years; and, dwing chit long life, 
painted a great number of pieces 5 of 
Which the King las twenty-tive and it 
has been odterved, that thule are the 
belt, in which he has tkudied to repre- 
fent tendernets, modeity, ath ction. 
He exceiled in the figures of women 
and children, im proups, in choirs of 
angels, in lindfeapes, and in whatever 
Was gay, fweet, and accordant: and 
indeed he never touched coarte or igno- 
ble fubjeéts at all. He is faid to have 
Wanted expre‘Tion and that there was 
too much famenels in his compolitions, 
atifing either trom want of invention, 
or unitation of the fime models. But 
the graces of his pencil are more than 
luliicient to hide all thele detects, and 
many more; and Albano will ever be 
coniidered as one of the beft painters or 
Italy. 

Deminichino had much more expreffion 
than Albano; but then he had much 
lels grace. His picces appear to be la- 
boured with indefatigable application ; 
and indecd fo they were. Dominichino 
Was born in Bologna in the year 1581, 
and lived fixty years, always buly, and 
aloft always perfecuted by rival ar- 
Yet he was the moft inoflenfive, 
the moft polite, the moft modeft, and 
the moft referved man in the world, 
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The time which he employed in finifh- 
ing his pieces did not leave him letlure 
to centure the warks of others, nor to 
cng ive in thofe vich duhonour 
genius and depreis merit. 

Lire Nie lias of Dominichi- 
no's pictures; forme et which ire ac Lue 
xenburp ; particularly a imoit inchant- 
ing landicape, and a concert, in which 
the expreilions are cquaily jult and 
ftrong, and the attitudes natural and 
ftriking. Fretioy fays, that Domini- 
chino was a mailer, who had a very deep 
and accurate knowledge of all that re- 
lates to painting, but that he had lefs 
of the great than any other dikiple of 
the Caraccet’s. 

Gio Lanfranco wis another painter of 
this ichool, who excelled principally an 
what the French called was 
neceflary that he fhould paint great ob- 
jects, aud great dittances, to give his 
colours their eifect. His aim was, to 
jein the tweetne!s of Corregio with the 
mmafeuline itiength of Caracci; but na- 
ture had fitted him much more for the 
{trong than the plesfing. 

Lantranco was of an obfcure birth, 
and in his younger yeirs in mean cire 
cumftances; but he knew how to ime 
prove the advantage of triends, and pa- 
trons, and great w orks, as opportunity 
offered them; and having at length ace 
quired a coniiderable reputation and an 
caly tortune, he died in the year 1647, 
in che fixty-teventh year of his age. 

The King has fix pi¢tures of Lanfrane 
co; the molt celebrated of which are, 
st Peter and St Paul taking leave of 
eich other juil before their martyrdom, 
crowning the Virgin Mary, and 
Pan and Diana. Frelnoy fays, that 
Laniranco had great conceptions and 
great vivacity ; but that he wanted a 
corresinels, which by application he 
might have acquired. 

Guercing, whole true name was Gia 
Francafco Barbieri, was born at Cento 
near Bologna; and at firtt adopted the 
manner of Michael Angelo; which he 
atterwards fottened without lofiag any 
part of its fire and fpirit. He was, up 
on the whole, very excellent as a painte 
er, and very amiable as a man; re- 
niaikable 
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markable for his probity, benevolence, 
and the practice of many Chriftian vir- 
tues. He died in 1666, at the age of 
feventy-fix. 

The King has four paintings by this 
matter, of great beauty: 1. The Vir- 
gin and St Peter; the chief excellence 
of which is in the bolduefs of the exe- 
cution, and the high tatte in which 
the figures are deligned and habited. 
z. St Jerome waking at the found of a 
trumpet blown by an angel. This piece 
is remarkable, as well tor the ftriking 
effect of the light and thade? as for the 
boldnefs of the ttroke, the union of the 
colours, and the great talte of the de- 
fign. 3. Another St Jerome; in the 
head of which there is the mott itriking 
expretlion of dignity and fentiment. 
4. A Circe, extremely valuable tor the 
torce of the colouring, the great man- 
ner of the dclign, and the fine drapery. 

Pier Francijco Mola lived only forty- 
five years, and was not known till late 
in lite; his pieces theretore are tew ; 
which is the more to be regretted, as 
there are in his manner both the grace 
and harmony of the Lombard jchool, and 
the colouring and {pirit of the Venetian. 
‘This matter was employed by the Popes 
Innocent X. and Alexander VII. Louis 
XIV. invited him into France, and he 
was jult fetting out when he was furpri- 
fed by death in the year 16606. 

The King has five pictures by this 
hand, all of which are very excellent. 
An Holy Family; the preaching of 
John; St Bruno in the defert ; Hermi- 
one the Princels of Antioch, in the ha- 
bit of a thepherdefs ; and Tancred wound. 
ed, and afliited by a hermit. There is a 
propriety in the pieces of Mola that im- 


mediately ftrikes the eye, as well of 


thofe who are connoiljeurs, as of thofe 
who are not: the warmth of the co- 
louring, the true tafte, the harmony, 
and the fweetnels of the pencil, make it 
impoflible to look at them with indif- 
terence. 

The laft painter of this fchool was 
Barthelemi Manjvedi of Mantua, an imi- 
tator of Michael Angelo, but very much 
inferior to his original. Scarce any 
thing is known of his lite, but that he 
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refided at Rome, and died about the 
middle of the laft century. The King 
has two of his pieces, which have con- 
fiderable merit. The firft reprefents

T feems probable to me, that the ex- 
pected comet will not come to its 

perihelion till the beginning of the year 
1759. As the opinion is fomewhat fine 
gular, I will give you the reafons on 
which it is founded. 

It appears from the hiftory of that cos 
met [xix.

The variations in thefe periods feem 
too confiderable to belong to any one 
comet, how irregular foever we may 
fuppofe thoie bodies to be in their revo- 
lutions. 1 have therefore been inclined 
to think, that we have here a regifter 
of two different comets, the one of 
which is near its aphelion when the o- 
ther is in its perihelion, and that the pe 
riod of each is upwards of 151 years. On 
this fuppofition, the comet that appear- 
ed in 1305, 1455, and 1607, is the co- 
met that we are next to expect. 

In 1305, Ealter-day fell on the 
rith of April. It is moft probable, 
however, that the comet would not be 
obferved till ten days after it had palled 
its perihelion, when being about 40° di 
{tant from the fun, and from the 
earth, it would be very vifible. On 
this fuppofition, the time of its perihe- 
lion was April 1. 1305, the gift day o 
the year. 
Otober, 1607, is 302 years, 198 day 
The half of which is 151 years, g9 42y5 
for the period of the comet. IF we ree 
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1607, by adding 151 years and gg days, 
jt brings us to the 23d of January, 
1759, O. S. or the 3d of February, 
N.S. for the time of its next perihelion. 
If this tuppofition is right, it will crols 
the ecliptic about the 12th of Novem- 
ber nex, in Taurus 44.

To the author of the Scors MAGAZINE. 


HE celebrated critic Longinus, gives it as 


his opinion, that if the great men of anti- 
quity were alive ¢o explain themiélves, the feem- 
ing inconfiftencies and imperfections their 
works, might be reconciled, and made appear to 
be great beauties. It is therefore but doing ju- 
{lice to the great authors that are yet living, and 
a kindnefS to ourfelves, to {tart our difficulties to 
them; that they may at once have an opporti- 
nity of explaining themfelves as much to their 
own advantage as they can, and of freeing us from 
the trouble of forming fruitlets conjectures. From 
this confideration therefore it is, that I would afk 
the author of Doxglas, whether he was fleeping 
or waking when he had the dream, which is the 
fubjeét of his poem publithed in your daft Maga= 
zine [421.]. The moft obvious fuppofition in- 
deed is, that he was awake; becaufe he tells us 
nothing to the contrary: for thongh dreams be 
the natural and peculiar effects of fleep, yet a 
waking dream is no {uch prodigy. But, never- 
thelefs, I have no difficulty to fuppofe, that he 
had fallen afl ep before his vilion came upon him 
and, upon fuch fuppofition, I am fo far from 
thinking his omiiting to inform us of that cir- 
cumitance a defeét, that 1 rather look upon it 
as a piece of very great propricty; becanie, as 
fleep Reals on us fo imperceptibly, that we are 
not fentible of any intermediate {tate betwixt 
fleeping and waking, but are feized upon before 
we are aware of it; fo it was very well judged 
in our author, to make the fame infentible tranf- 
ition from waking to fleeping in his poem, that 
he did in his bed. If this was his intention, I 
confi {s he has executed it fo well, that, in all the 
perufal, { did not fo much as think of fleep, till 
the dream, which concludes the whole, put me 
in mind of it: But as my conje€tures, how in- 
genious foever they may be, will not, cannot be 
fo fatisfactory, as if the author would explain 
himfelf; it is therefore hoped, that, upon your 
publithing this lettcr, be will oblige the public 
with a folution of this queftion; or if he decline 
to do fo, that his filence may be conflrucd as an 
acquiefcence in the ingenuity and juftnefs of my 
animadvertion, upon the fuppotition of his having 
fallen afleep previous to his dream. How reafon- 
able foever the grudge may be, which authors 
entertain at critics in general; yet, as beauties 
that are not underftood, never fail to pafs for ab- 
furdities and imperfeétions, a judicious and can- 
did critic, whofe province it is to deliver them 
from thefe difadvantages, is of ineftimab'e value ;

LL accounts agree, that the 
Turks continue to make great 
warlike prepa ations. Some fay, that 
there is a fcheme on foot for reducing 
the rebellious Arabs, and other vaga- 
bondsof Alia. Others tell us, that the 
Tartars depe dent on the Porte having 
formed a contpiracy againtt their kan, 
that prince, wih the tew fubjects who 
remained faithful to him, finding him- 
felt incapable of quelling the rebels, re- 
tired to Bender, from whence he fent 
one of his principal ofhcers to Conftan- 
tinople, to claim the protection and al- 
{iitance of the Sultzun; and that his Sub- 
lime HighnefS immediately difpatched 
orders to the governors of the provinces 


nearelt Tartary, to affemble as many 


troops as they could, in order to reitore 
the kan to his authority. Mean while 
it is {till the general opinion, that a rup- 
ture between the Porte and Ruilia is 


near, unlefs a reconciliation between the 


latter and his Pruffian Majelty be foon 
brought about. 

The diet of Poranp met on the 2d 
of Ofober, according to the aniverfalia 
ilued for that purpofe. All the previous 
dietines of Poithh Pruffia had feparated 
without doing any bufinels, fo that there 
could be no deputies from thence. On 
the day of aflembling, the marfhal of 
the preceding dict prefided in the cham- 
ber of nuncios as ufyal; but great de- 
bates arifing, the election of a new mar 
thal was put off till next day ; when, 
after many warm difputes, M. Mara- 
choulki was cholen, and took the oaths ; 
atter which the diet adjourned. There 
was afterwards very warm reefoning a- 
bout the march of the Ruffian troops 
through the republic’s territories. At 
length M Podoriki, one of the deputies 
from the palatinate of Volhinia, ftopped 
the activity of the diet by a protett, and 
then abfconded. In confequence of this 
they broke up on the tith in great dif- 
order, without doing any bufinefs; as 
has been the cafe for many years paft, 

Letters from PETERSBURG, dated 
Sept. «5. confirm the departure of the 
Turkith ambaflador ia difgufl. Ac- 
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cording to private advices from thence, 
the court teems to be in a great ferment 
in regard to the preient ftate of affairs, 
which fome attribute to the report that 
Count Schuwalow, who commanded the 
wing of the army which {uttered fo much 
in the battle of Zorndort, bas made of 
that affair. Others believe that the cer- 
tainty they have of the Turks march- 
ing a great army into Crim Tartary, 
uuder pretence of putting an end to the 
troubles there, is the real caufe. It is 
not impoflible that the temper which 
appears among the Polifh nobility may 
have fome influence. In the mean time 
they write from Vienna of Od. 8. that 
letters to the Emprets-Queen from the 
Emprefs of Rutha gave full affurances, 
that whatever may happen, the will per- 
fit inviolably in her refolution to affitt 
her allies ; that fhe will redouble her ef- 
forts againit the common enemy, till he 
be obliged to fubferibe to a peace ac- 
cording to the firft plan; that the had 
reiterated her orders to Gen. Fermor to 
continue his operations in fuch a man- 
ner, as to a& in concert with the Aue 
{trian-and Swedifh generals ; and that 
nothing might be wanting in regard to 
the force neceflary for obtaining this 
end, fhe had ordered 50,000 recruits to 
be raifed in her dominions. Advices 
from Peterfburg bear, that their army 
under Gen. Fermor will be reinforced 
with 40,000 men before the end of the 
current year, and that part of the troops 
for that purpofe are adlually on their 
march. From the fame place we have 
information, that the Emprefs has of 
late betrayed an extraordinary animofi- 
ty apainft the King of Pruffia, and is 
exceedingly nettled at the Pruflians af- 
fefting to beftow the epithet of barba- 
rians on her troops, aud accufing them 
of horrid crueltics in all the relations 
publithed at Berlin. Probably her Im- 
perial Majefty is not well pleafed, if the 
has heard of another epithet which they 
tell us his Pruffian Majetty fometimes be- 
ftows upon her foldiers, namely, fu/el- 
énegt, which we are informed may be li- 
terally tranflated gun-/laves; meaning, 
that they are not mafters of their mu- 
fixets, but their muikets of them. There 
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are advices, that one of the Ruffian men 
of war which made a part of the fleet of 
obfervation, was blown up, not a per- 
fon on board being faved; and that an- 
other of them was wrecked on the coaft 
of Afdahl, not above 50 out of soo fol- 
diers and failors having been able to fave 
themfelves in their boats. 

From SWEDEN we have advice, that 
a new conipiracy agiinit the govern- 
sent has been difcovered, and that fe- 
veral perfons have been taken into cufto- 
dy, and are under {trict examination. It 
feems the defign of it in general was to 
diminifh the power of the fenate, and 
increafe the royal prerogative; but 
fcarce any particulars worth mentioning 
have come to hand. 

There are letters, bearing, that the 
King of Denmark caufed a memorial 
be prefented to the Emprefs of Ruflia, 
containing very bitter complaints and 
{trong remonftrances on the coming of a 
Ruffian and Swedith fleet before Copen- 
hagen, to the interruption of his fub- 
jects trade and navigation. Her Impe- 
rial Majefty told the Danifh envoy, that 
fhe never intended to give the leaft um- 
brage to the King his mafter ; that this 
ftep was owing to a miltake of her ad- 
miral, who had exceeded his orders ; 
and that others directly contrary had al- 
ready been fent to him on the head. A 
letter from Bremen, dated Sept. 7. told 
us, that his Danifh Majefty had given 
orders, that all the Hanoverian maga- 
zines and other effects, fhould be remo- 
ved, in eight days, trom Oldenburg and 
Delmenhorit. According to other ace 
counts, the reafon of this ftep was, to 
take away all pretext from the enemies 
of their Britannic and Pruffian majefties 
for fending their effects alfo into his do- 
minions, and from the fleets of Ruffia 
and Sweden for putting into the ports 
of Slefwick and Hollftein. 

We now proceed to the affairs of 
Grroany. According to our laft, the 
firft divifion of the Rajan army under 
Gen. Fermor had begun to retreat from 
Landiberg towards Poland on the 15th 
of September; the fecond and third 
were to follow on the 16th and 17th ; 
and they left behind them in Landiberg 
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9000 fick, with 1000 men in health to 
take care of them. All this had been 
erroneous or premature. The Ruflians 
being joined by a corps under Gen, Re. 
fanow, which had been on march before 
the battle of Zorndorf to reinforce thein 
they tranfported their fick and wounded 
to Marienwerder. Gen. Brown was al. 
fo carried thither: and it is faid there 
were great hopes of his recovery, It 
was not till the 21{t of September that 
the Ruffian army quitted Landfberg. It 
marched by Soldin and Piritz, and arri- 
ved at Stargard in Pomerania on the 
26th, leaving where-ever it paffed the 
ufual marks of its prefence. Count Doh- 
na put on march to follow it, and arri- 
ved on the 26th at Soldin. The Ruf 
fians having left a garrifon in Landbberg, 
a Pruffian detachment was fent to dif 
lodge it. The Ruilians made as if they 
would defend themfelves; but finding 
that the detachment neverthelefS advan- 
ced, they fhut the gates of the town, 
and fled by the other fide of the Warta 
into Poland. The Pruflians took pof- 
feflion of the place, in which they found 
only fix wounded Ruffian officers, who 
were made prifoners. On the 2d of Oc- 
tober, C. Dohna fet forward from Sol- 
din, and on the 3d arrived at Piriiz. At 
this latter place the rear of the Ruflians 
appeared refolved to make a ftand; but 
feeing the troops of the oppofite fide ad- 
vancing boldly to attack them, they re- 
tired precipitately, with the lofs of 46 
huffars and one ftandard taken from 
them. The town of Piritz, which had 
been condemned to pay a ranfom of 
10,000 crowns, was happily delivered 
by this {peedy arrival of protectors. The 
Roffians ftill retreating farther from the 
Oder, C. Dohna entered Stargard with 
his army on the zoth, and made 30 
prifoners. Before this time the van of 
the Ruffians had retired a great way fare 
ther. A body of them had belieged 
Colberg, near the Baltic, from the 3d 
to the gth of OGober. That day their 
general withdrew to the diftance of fome 
miles, and made a feint of raifing the 
fiege, in hopes to make the garrifon fal- 
ly out, and cut off their retreat to the 
town; but this ftratagem not fucceed- 
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ing, he returned on the toth, reinfor- 

ced by a large body of troops, and a- 

grin fummoned the governor to furren- 

der; which he refuled to do. On the 

rth the Ruffians began again to bom- 

The 13th they made 

an aflault, but were beat off with he 

lof of 200 men, among whom was Ma- 

‘or Lauterbach, and two other officers. 

On the 14th the befiegers made a frefh 

afuult, and advanced with the greater 

confidence that the town fired with 

powder only ; but when they were come 

pretty near, the governor received then 

with fo finart a fire, that 500 were kill- 

edon the fpot, and the attack was re- 

pelled. According to accounts publifh- 

ed by authority at Berlin, the fortrefs 
fill held out on the zoth; the works 
had fuffered no damage ; the governor 
had taken fuch precautions, that no part 
of the town had been fet on fire ; and 
the garrifon had loft no men. By very 
late advices, the Ruffian army was di- 
recting its march precipitately through 
Reetz and Kailies, two towns in the 
aw Marche, near the frontiers of Po- 
and, 

According to our laft, the Swedes, 
who had advanced within five German 
miles of Berlin, had returned fuddenly, 
upon advice that Gen. Weedel, at the 
head of a large body of Pruflian troops, 
which was to be joined by the garrifon 
of Stettin, was marching to attack them. 
As Gen. Weedel advanced upon their 
rear, the Prince of Bevern, governor of 
Stettin, who had come from thence with 
leven battalions, 1200 horfe, and a bo- 
dy of light troops, came upon their 
flank, and gave them no reft. Gen. 
Weedel having beat one of their detach- 
ments near Tarmow on the 25th of Sep- 
tember, he pitched his camp at the vil- 
lage of Dechtow. But as the Swedes 
Were (till mafters of Fehrbellin, where 
they had placed a garrifon of 1400 men, 
and as they might from thence lay the 
Circle of Havalland under contribution, 
he determined to diflodge them. For 
this end he marched on the 28th, with 
1200 toot, and attacked them. They 
difputed the ground from houfe to houfe, 
but were at length entirely driven out 
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of that town, with the lofs of above 
500 men, of whom nine officers and 222 
private loldiers were made prifoners. 
The Pruffians have not told us their own 
Jofs. After this we were informed of 
the latter having fucceflively taken pof- 
feffion of Anclam and Demmin. On 
the 4th of October a detachment from 
the garrifon of Stettin feized on the 
town of Loitz, on the Peene, and made 
the Swedifh garrifon prifoners of war. 
The roth the Swedes abandoned Fehr 
bellin, Prighitz, Ruppin, and fome o- 
ther fmall places they occupied in thofe 
quarters, and retired with their whole 
army towards Stralfund. The Pruffians 
fay, that the advantages they gained by 
taking the little town of Loitz are very 
confiderable, as it not only makes them 
matters of both fides of the Peene, but 
enables thein to lay almoft all Swedith 
Pomerania, even to the gates of Stral- 
fund, under contribution, 


Our former accounts of the armies in 
Saxony left his Pruffian Majefty’s head 
quarters, on the zoth of September, at 
Schontield, within a German league of 
M. Daun’s at Stolpen, both on the right 
of the Elbe; while the armies under. 
Pr. Henry of Pruffia, and the Prince of” 
Deux-ponts were obferving one ano- 
ther, on the left of that river, within 2 
{mall diftance of Drefien. The fol- 
lowing is an authentic relation of his 
Pruflian Majefty’s proceedings after the 
affair at Fifchbach, Sept. 16. [490.}, 
to the action at Hoch-Kirchen, O&. 14. 
It is dated, Berlin, Of. 21. and was pu- 
blifhed in the London gazette. 


Gen. Retzow incamped at Fifchbach; after 
which our army made a motion to the left, and 
marched to Rammenau. This obliged the Prince 
of Dourlach to march toBautzen. Two days af- 
ter we diflodged Gen. Laudon from an eminence, 
which we were defirous of occupying, and in- 
camped at Bifcthofswerda. M. Daun thought 
proper to make a maich on bs right, and then 
incamped in the mountains of Wilten. The 
King had previoufly given orders to Gen. Retzow 
to take poft at Bautzen ; and in confequence of 
the enemy’s motions, our army marched thither, 
while Gen. Retzow pufhed as far as Weiflenberg. 
The Prince of Dourlach had pofted himfelf upon 
the height of ArenfGorfl, and M. Daun was in- 
camped at Kittlitz. ‘The King’s army marched 
to Hech-Kirchen, from whence he ditlodged the 
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Aultrians, and pofted himflf upon the eminences 
which extend from Hoch-Kirchen towards Gro- 
ditz. In the night between the 13th and 14th 
of October M. Daun ordered an attack io be 
made on our right; and asthe night was extreme- 
ly dark, and the fog very thick, the pandours 
having diflodged our free bartalions, which were 
at the very extremity of our Hank, by that means 
flipped into the village and fet it on fire; and 
thereby obliged the batialions, which had cover- 
ed the fides of it, to abandon it, and retire far- 
ther. The Aullrians aitempted (everal times to 
pals through it, bur were repulfed both by our 
infantry and cavalry. Gen. Reizow was at the 
fame time attacked by the Prince of Dourlach; 
but after he had repuled the enemy and taken 
300 prifoners, he was coming to join the army, 
the lett of which was attacked at the ume they 
reccived orders to reinforce the right, which was 
done by the whale, except the battalion of Kleitt ; 
which, having advanced too far in repelling the 
Ete enemy, could not juin the army again, and was 
obliged to lay down their arms. polit on 
the myht was maintained from half an hour afer 
four tll ten, whcn the army received orders to 
+ retire. Gen. Ketzow joined it, and it now occu- 
pies the poft of Wiertitz and Dobrefchutz. We 
have lott M. Keith and Pr. Francis of Brunfwick*, 
whom we cannot juthciently tegret. Pr. Maurice 
of Anbalt is wounded; and as he was guing in a 
coach to Baatzen, was made prifoncr. Gen. 
Geiit is wounded in the arm, and Maj.-Gcn. 
Crockow, of the cuiraffiers, in the fhoulder. he 
King, the Margrave, and ail the generals who 
were in the action, have either received contu- 
fions, or had ther hories wounded. We cannot 
; as yet make an exact eftimate of our lois, but it 
! may be depended on, that the whole does not 
hee excecd 3000 men. Night prevented the regi- 
iinet mentson the right from ftr:king their tents, by 
ae which we were vreatly incommoded, and they 
confequently iott: but thele ave misforiunes which 
are Pametunes unavoidable m the chances of war.

The enemy marched on the roth init. and 
came and incamped in fight of the Imperial and 
Royal army, their right occupying the eminen- 
ces of Hoch-Kirchea, and their left extending 
to Kottitz. The King of Pruffia made the more 
liaile to take that pofition, as he judged it necct. 
ary both to {cure the commuynication with sile- 
fia by Gorlitz, aud alfo to fupport the body of 
troups, about 8000 itrong, which occupied the 
advantageous camp of Weiflcnberg, and which 
we refolyed to attack on the tith, and cut of 
from the main body of the army. This motioa 
of the King determined the Marfhal to advance 
his right. He caufed the hill of Strombeiy to 
be immediately occupicd by five battalions, aad 
the village of Glofle by four battalions of pre- 
nadiers. Both thefe potis could be fupported 
by the right wing of the army. There wis no 
tume to lofe in taking this polition, whch hinders 
ed the Pruffians from marching to Gortitz with. 
out giving them battle. The King advaiced to- 
wards us; and at the fame time the corps of 
Weiflenberg made a motiva to take pofleilion of 
the hill of Stromberg, and confequently of the 
road to Gorlitz ; hut iceing their defign prevent- 
ed, this corps returned to their former pot. 

On the sith, the Marthal reconnoit.cd the 
pofition of the enemy, and refolved 
their right witg, though covered by the emincne 
ces, and the poft of Hoch-Kirchen. The iar 
tienchments and batieries upon the emicnces, 
and at the village of Hoch-Kirchen, on woich 
the King made his men work continualiy. rene 
dered the execution of this defign very ciucuit, 
To make it fueceed, it was neceflary to ind a 
way through the thick woods behind our army, 
to come at the enemy with advaniage. lo 
judge by the event, it thould jeem, that the King 
of {ruflia never dreamed of the poflibilicy ot tuch 
an enterprife. The advantageous polition of our 
army fcemed indecd to render it mott cxpedient 
to wait for the enemy, who could not cxccuie 
their deligo without coming to a general 
but as fon as the Marihel was mformed, that 
the obftacle, oceafioned by the difficulty of the 
roads, might be removed, the ardour of the offte 
cers and private men, who were moit e2g.t 
engage, and the security of the encmy, who by 
their motions appeared to have wot the leait ex 
pedtation of bemy atiacked, confinned iim 
the refolution to begin the atiack, notwithitand- 
ing the great ditficulties he had to furmount. 

The Marihal no fooner laid motives 
fore the general othcers of his army, but an at 
tack was unanimoutly refolyed on.

Marfhal had on the rith caufed barricades of 
trees to be made in the wood on his left, that is 
to fay, oppofice to the right wing of the enemy : 
and redouots to be raifed at proper diftances a. 
long the front of his own army. At the fame 
time M. de Laudon had orders to poft himfelf near 
this wood. 

All thefe difpofitions being at laft completed, 
the Marfhal’s plan was executed with all poffible 
exadtnefs. The different columns and the artil- 
lery deftined for the firft attack, having traver- 
fed the woods by very difficult roads, arrived a- 
bout four in the morning within gunfhot of the 
advanced pofts of the enemy, without being per- 
ceived. At five o’clock all the columos attacked 
at once; and though fome deferters had gone o- 
ver to the enemy inthe night, sheir reports on- 
ly ferved to increafe ther fecurity; for all that 
they could tell them was, that our left marched 
backwards. Before daylight the advanced 
guards of the columns, and the corps under M. 
de Laudon, had with great bravery made them- 
felves matters of the poft of Hoch-Kirchen, and 
alfo of the eminences behind the camp. At day- 
break our foot were pofleffed of the eminences, 
and were formed in order of battle in the very 
camp of the Pruflians. A few minutes after this, 
the Duke of Aremberg attacked their left, and 
made him{if matter alfo of the redoubts the enc- 
my had there. Notw:thftanding the obitinate 
defence of the enemy, they were forced to yield 
to the vivacity of the attack made by our in- 
fantry, which, without being fupported by artil- 
lery, broke their ranks in fome places iword- 
in-hand, in others with their bayonets fixed. 

Our vanguard and grenadiers {eing the enemy 
driven from Hoch-Kirchen, and their right re- 
tiring, liftening only to the ardour of their zeal, 
purfued them, contrary to the Marthal’s cxpref 
orders. Mean time the enemy’s infantry rallied, 
and obliged ours to retire. At the fame inftant 
Hoch-Kirchen was attacked by the flower of the 
Proflian troops, and the fire of the artillery and 
{mall arms began to. be extremely hot. 

The enemy, after returning three times to the 
charge, at length made theimfélves matters of 
pait of the village: but as the fate of the day de- 
pended upon that poft, they met with the moft 
Vigorous refiftance. To fuftain this poft, the re- 
Riments of Cierici, Bathiani, Stachtenberg, Vi- 
cux Colloredo, and after them tholé of Arberg, 
Los-Rios, and Puella, were made to advance 
fucceffively, as alfa the carabinicrs and horfe- 
grenadiers under the gommand of the Count 
d’Ayafias. The regen of Clerici fuffered 
greatly, on this ocealion; but that of Bathiani 
took four colours, and 300 prifoners. Whilft 
the Marfhal was domg his utmott to Support our 
troops at Hoch-Kirchen, the reft of our left kept 
8 continual fire upon the enemy, without coming 
toa clofe engapement, till they flould be fure that 
we were abfolutely mafters of that important poft. 
The unthaken frmne(s of ovr troops having at 
length deprived the Pruffians of' all hoe of reta- 
king it, they retired under the fire of a nume- 
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rous artillery, which was placed in the centre of 
their camp. M. Keith, who commanded the 
right of the enemy in this bloody battle, was kill- 
ed ; as were Pr. Francis of Brunfwick and Gen. 
Kleift. The former was interred, after the bat- 
tle, with all the honours due to his rank. 

While the battle was fought with fo great 
warmth on that fide, the horfe of our left were 
forced to give way; but, by the indefatigable 
zeal of Couat O Donnel, general of horfe, and 
the other generals, they were immediately ral- 
lied. Count Lafci, on his fide, with ive com- 
panies of horfe-gienadiers,and carabiniers draught- 
ed from the regiments of Deux-Ponts, O Don- 
nel, Serbelloni, Anfpach, and Buccow, fell upon 
the enemy’s foot which were marching againft 
our left. The bravery of thef troops {oon reco- 
vered our former advantages; and the condutt of 
the general who commanded them, greatly con- 
tributed to the fuccets of che agtion. M. de ‘Til- 
lier, major-general, merits the fame praife. Both 
diiplayed, on this memorable day, no {kill 
than bravery. 

The terrible fire of the PruMan artillery and 
{mall arms having greatly thmned the ranks of 
our fuot, the Marfhal made them clofe as much 
as potlible, and again Jed them again{t the ene- 
my. At the fame time, Baron Buccow and the 
Duke of Aremberg forced their way through de- 
files, which they had orders to pafS; and the 
continual fire they made upon theenemy, forced 
them to retive. A part of the infantry and ca- 
valry which compofed the corps at Weaflenberg, 
attempted to go to the affiftance of the left of 
the Pruffians; but Baron Buccow immediately 
caufed the regiments of O Donnel and Anhalt- 
Zerbft, commanded by the Generals Count de 
Zollein and Bettom, to advance ; who attacked 
the head of this reinforcement with fo much vi- 
gour, that it was no fooner attacked, than routed. 

Seeing themielves thus vanquithed on every 


fide, not by fuperiority of numbers, but folely | 


by the valour of our troops, the enemy retired, 
to gain the eminences behind them, which fa- 
voured their retreat. At nine o’ clock their fire 
flackened contiderably, and they wholly retired 
to the plain of Predlitz, where the good coune 
tenance of their cavalry gave the reft of their ar- 
my time to form. 

All was over by ten ; and the Marfhal fent M. 
de Laudon, with three regiments of dragoons, to 
purfue the enemy. 

We took the whole camp of the Pruflians, and 
all their baggage. “The regiments of their right 
wing had {carce time to take up their arms. “The 
number of cannon we took at the beginning 
of the affair, during the aétion, and tin the 
purfuit, amounts to 101, among which are 3 
twenty-four and 37 twelve pounders. A great 

uantity of ammunition and warlike implements 
have alfo fallen into our hands and more are 
{hil bringing in, as well as artillery. We have 
taken upwards of 28 colours and two flandards 

from the enemy. Thete undoubted proofs of 
vitory were prefented on the 18th to their 
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38  Auftrians killed-and wounded, &c. at Hoch-Kirchen. Vol. xy,

We may compute the lois of the enemy al- 
ready io Killed, wounded, and deferters, at 
10,000 at leaft. We cannot juftly tell what onr 
lofS is; burt it would not have been fo confidera- 
ble if the enemy had not had fuch a yafi nume 
ber of artillery. 

The Martlal does all poffible juftice to the 
bravery and refolution of the troops, and above 
all gives the greateft evlogiums to the imfantry, 
and to the Croats under M. de Laudon, who ve- 
ry jultly deferve them. ‘The different corps 
which were engaged, and beat all the enemy’s 
forces, were greatly inferior to them in number: 
for except {ome battalions, which marched to 
fupport the Duke of Aremberg, the corps under 
the Prince of Baden-Doulach bad no fhare in 
the battle, nor had the regiments of Neyperg, 
Mentz,aadSerbelloni, pofted in the cente for great- 
er fecurity, and the four battalions of the rcferve. 
The artillery under the command and direc- 
tion of Col. Walter, mott fuccetstully feconded 
the ardour of our troops. Notwith(tanding the 
difficulty of the roads, this officer, by his great 
cave, brought it up with the ftores at the precite 
time appointed, to all the places for which it was 
deftined; and in the action it was ferved with no 
Jefs quicknefs than {kill. 

The great number of dead that covered the 
round, and the cold, which began to be very 
fevere, determined the Maithal to make the 
troops, already greatly fatigued, return to their 
old camp. His Excellency, however, left the 
brigade ot Count Colloredo, with the companies 
of grenadiers and carabinters, on the field of bat- 
tle, to byry the dead, and take care of the wound- 
ed. The camp of which we made ourfelves ma- 
tters, was given up tobe pillaged. According to 
the advices we have received, the enemy incamp- 
ed the nightyafter the battle at Klein-Bautzen.

news-papers. ‘* Perhaps, when all cir. 


cumftances are confidered, the King of 


Proffia will appear greater in his late 


defeat, than in any victory he ever yg t 


obtained. The wing of his army fur. 
prifed at a diltance from him, the two 
generals that commanded it flain on the 
firft onfet, his other principal generals 
wounded, the whole wing in contfiufion 
without a leader; to come, in thele 
defperate circumftances, in hafte from 
another quarter, to recover all; twice 
to repulfe the enemy, and at laft retire, 
overborn only by numbers and fatigue, 
without being purfued ; is fuch an in. 
{tance of good generalthip, as, perhaps, 
no man ever heard of before.” In the 
inean time, had not bis Pruffian Maje- 
ity allowed himfelf to be deceived by 
the feigned retreat of an enemy whole 
alertnefs he knew, and confequently had 
taken all precautions to prevent alurprile, 
even as if he had expeéted an attack, it 
would have been much for both his ho- 
nour and intereft. There are, however, 
fugpeftions that there was treachery in 
the cafe; a thing that might difconcert 
the wife(t meafures formed by human 
forefipht ; and we have pofitive advices, 
that the Pruffian general Retzow has 
been arrefted, and fent to Spandau. 
According to advices from Berlin of 
O&. 24. publithed by authority,. the 
King of Prutlia’s camp was {till near 
Bautzen in Lufatia, oppofite to the Aus 
{trians near Lauban. M. Daun having 
reinforced himfelf before the 14th with 
part of the Auftrian troops which had 
been in the army of the circles, bis 
Pruftian Majefty likewife thought pros 
per to call to him his brother Pr. Hen- 
ry, with 7000 men and a fine train ot 
artillery ; who on their march carried 
off, at Konighbruck, a picquet of thirty 
men and anoflicer. Lt-Gen. Itzenplitz 
was appainted to command the army 
which had been under that prince. Two 
regiments were drawn from the garrilog 
of Drefden to reinforce that army. We 
are informed, that immediately after 
Pr. Henry’s junétion with the King, dif- 
politions were made for attacking Mar- 
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hal Daun, and that the news of an- 
other battle was hourly expected. 


The Auftrians talk much of their fu- 
periority in Sidefa, {ince his Pruifiin Ma- 


icy withdrew a great part of the troops 


he had in that country, on his return to 
Sixony, after giving battle to the Ruf- 
fans. They tell us, that Gen. Hartch 
penstrated into it from the county of 
Glatz, with about 20,000 men, I or- 
der to befiege Neifs, while Gen. de Ville 
railed contributions with a body not 
much inferior. According to advices 
from Vienna, dated O&. 16 they work- 
ed day and night in Gen, Harfch’s army 
preparing fafcines and gabions for opeu- 
ing the trenches before Neifs on the 
zoth, The train of artillery was to con- 
filt of go battering cannon and 30 mor- 
tars. Though it appeared that the garrt- 
fon was more numerous than had been i- 
magined, they tell us that its communl- 
cation with the country was cut off on 
every fide, and that the Auftrian picquets 
had advanced almoft to the works, 


which were often reconnoitred, note 


 withftanding the fire from the place. 


Moft of the important operations 
and motions that have happened in Ha- 
nover and Hefe, may be learned from the 
following relations publifhed in the Lon- 
don gazette. 


Relation from Gen. Oberg’s army at Landwernha- 
gen upon the frontiers of the elettorate of Hano- 
ver, OF. 7. 


The jundiion of Pr. fenburg’s corps with that 
of Gen. Oberg, was effeéted at Velmar Sept. 27. 
The 28th al 3oth, the French continued ma- 
king daily fome alterations in their pofition, and 
were ere¢ting batteries and redoubts upon the Kra- 
trenberg, and at Kirtchditmar, in fuch a man- 
nef, as to convince Us that they were putting 
themfelves upon the defenfive, in which the na- 
ture of the ground was of great advantage to them. 
They were fending away their baggage every 
day; and, to pive them difturbance, we fent oat 
detachments, which got round them. The 
fian haifars took fom foldiers and horfes trom 
them at Werckel; and Col. Luckser thewed 
himfelf at the back of their camp, at Wabler- 
Ichanfén, and alarmed them. remained, 
hotwithftanding, inthe fame poStion, The night 
between Sept. 30. and Oét. 1. orders were given 
for turning theit left, and gaining upon them the 
heipht of Winterfkoften, whilita body of cavalry 
was to threaten their rear by the way of Hoff, 
and all the army to be under arms to take 
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vantage of that movement. But as thete was aft 
appearance, that the French wou'd not have 
their advantageous and fortified pofls, fo 
that we thould have been obliged to return to our 
camp, whillt they contented themfelves with wait- 
ing for us; and as a leiter had been received the 
tame night, by which it feemed that they were 
(enlible of the rifk of retreating in fight of our 
army, and perfinaded that they fhould lofe more 
men by it chan by a hattle: befidesthis, the con- 
fequences to the town of Caffel, and its neigh- 
bourhood, from our taking fuch a flep; the ad- 
vices we received at the fame time of the corps 
that was reinforced by a body of Saxons being 
actually in motion, and the danger of their put- 
ting us between two fires; the expediency like- 
wile of encouraging the retreat of the enemy, if 
they really had fish a defign, and of covering a 
good part of the country of Hefle towards the 
Werre ; as alfo the being better enabled to receive 
our provifions by the Wefer, and by Munden: 
all thefe confiderations induced Gen. Oberg to 
quit bis camp at Ober Velmar the 3d inft. which 
he accordinely did, at ten in the morning, with 
dvums beating and trumpets founding. The 
French detached a large body of cavalry, with alf 
the grenadiers of their army, to an eminence a- 
bove Nieder Velmar towards Caflel Their 
light troops {kirmithed with our hunters and dra- 
goons. Fifcher’s corps followed our rear, which 
had already quitted the village of Ober Velmar. 
This body of French advanced no farther than 
the Tannen Waldgen, from whence they fired 
fome cannon-thot without any eff. Our army 
formed itfelf; the French continued upon the e- 
minence: and we then quietly took pofleffion of 
the camp between Hohenkirehen and Rothwur- 
iten. 

On the ath we arrived here, and the French, 
to the number, as was reported, of 5000, made 
a motion towards Munden. An accident difap~ 
pointed that defign, which would have preatly im- 
barrafled us, and perbaps have made it necefTiry 
to march to the Weler, as well for finienance, 
as to prevent the Saxon general Count de Luface 
from coming upon our flank. 

The sth Gen. Oberg pafled the Fulde, and got 
hither without the leatt misfortune. Yetterday, 
we having reconnoitred the enemy; they appear- 
ed to be incamped, as they are {till, in five dif- 
ferent bodies; their Main body, and the cavalry 
efpecially, being between Weblheyden and O- 
beizwehren. ‘ihey oceupy Bettenbaufen; and 
we continue in the fame camp as before, and {hall 
take poficffion of Kauffungen to day. A large 
detachment of our Hutlars and banters is fet out 
to obterve what pafles upon the read of Fitflar. 
We have potlefled ourfelves of Witfenhaufen and 
Gottingen. We fhall take fome other precau- 
tions, but withovt weakemmng ourfelves, and thall 
wait to fee what the Prince ce Soubile will refolve

The fueconrs fent by M. de Contades to the 
Yrince de Soubifé, incamped the 8th int. under 
the cannon of Caflél, near the French army. 
Gen. Oberg, who ever fince the 25th patt, viz. 
from the wme he arrived near Caflel, had been 
defirous of attacking the French, but prevented 
from doing 1, by the difficulty of the ground 
they occupied, and which they had made ttrong- 
er by all poffible care, could not doubt but that 
the French army, thus reinforced, wonld endea- 
vour immediately to enter upon action. He would 
have withed to avoid ftanding upon the defenfive, 
but the fuperiority of the enemy, joined with the 
advantage of their pofition, did not allow him 
either to pafs the Fulde above Caiflel, and {0 to 
feparate himéelt trom the Weler, and from his 
fubfiltence, or to rik the lots of all by a hazar- 
dous attack. He refolved therefore to keep the 
advantageous pott which he had taken near San- 
derhaufen, and take advantage of the leait mo- 
tion the enemy might make. In the mean while, 
the V’rince de Soubife marched his army the gth 
in the morning, on the Gide of Neuenrouhl, jea- 
ving all his tents ftanding. He made different 
motions all that day, and in the evening took 
pofleiion of the camp near the Waldau, from 
Caflel to Oberkausfungen, towards which place 
his right wingextended. Gen. Oberg, whofe ar- 
rhy was under arms, was ia hopes of being at- 
tacked: but the motions of the Fronch were made 
at a dittanee, uponeminences divided by hollow 
ways ; and as the tupertovity of the Prince de 
Sou'ife enabled him to fend a large detachment 
towards Witzenh.ufen, and to get round us by 
the road of Munden, which would have been of 
very daigerous confequence, Gen. Oberg’s care 
was io prevent being curned.

By feven in the morning, the head of the 
French army, which had followed us by the way 
of Landweishagen, cannonaded our troops with- 
mot much ota. at the time they were forming. 
Immeciatery afterwards we faw a confiderable bo- 
dy ot troops tle off at a dittance from our left ; 
which body marching towards Sichelitein, might 
be able to pet poflefion of an eminence covered 
with wood, and take us in fank and rear, or pals 
by Nicnhagen to Munden; our hunters were on 
that fide, ond routed them; and as Gen. Obero 
had detached Maj.-Gen. Zaftrew, of the Brunt:

whom our people attacked with their bayonets 
were obliged to quit the wood again, and retireto 
fome diftance. But they puthed forward {till 
more troops, as well infantry as cavalry; and 
having pafled by Landwernhagen, they potted 
their left towards the Fulde; their right cxtend. 
ed far beyond our left ; and they planted in their 
front more than thirty picees of cannon. 

Gen. Oberg made every poffible ifpohtion for 
oppofing the enemy vigoroufly in every pare, 
The whole feeond line was employed both in te. 
inforeing Maj.-Gen. Zattrow, with fonr battalions 
and four fyuadrons, and in fupplying two batta- 
lions, fupported by two {Quadrons of dragoons, 
which were placed behind a thin wood, lying be- 
tween our left and Maj-Gen. Zaltrow, through 
which the enemy might have come and attacked 
us; befides that that little body of troops might 
aa upon the French flank, which outlined our 

ft. 

The day was fpent in thefe difpofitions, when, 
at four in the afternoon, the French began a ve- 
ry brifk cannonading ; which however, by reas 
fon of the fitwation, did but little exccution; 
and in the fame inflant they fell with a (trong 
body upon Ma}.-Gen. Zaltrow. Their frft line 
was compofed of infantry, which Maj.-Gen. Za- 
ftrow attacked with the beyonet, and routed ; but 
it was {upported by a confiderable line of cavalry, 
which taking our infantry in front and flank, 
broke it the moment that it had repulfed the 
trench infewtry, Our eight Quadrons attacked 
the enemy’s cavalry, and broke fome {Guadions 
of it; but their number increafed, and came upon 
us from the wood, 

The French infantry which had not been en- 

aged, came on. Ours had been partly broken; 
the remainder was obliged to retreat, but did it 
in good order. The French then came out al- 
mot upon the back of our firft line; they placed 
the cannon which they had with them, at the 
fame time that all the reft of their army was in 
motion towards us. The moment was ciiticah 
Gen. Oberg, who had conftantly given his diree- 
tiens with admirable compofure, commanded a 
retreat, which was made in excellent order, quite 
up to the wood, where the defile which leads to 
Mundeu begins. The French, inftead of pufh- 
ing us with their cavalry, which was fo greatly 
fuperios, continued firing upon us with their at- 
tillcry, which they brought on very brifkly, ua- 
der the conduét of the Duke de Broglio. Some 
of the thot falling among our troops near the de- 
tile, the horfe threw themfelves into it precipitate- 
ly. The artillery and ammunition waggons Co- 
ming down in hatte, broke down and were ovet- 
turned. ‘The battalions filed off: three or four 
of them formed themf{elves before the opening 
the defile. Night came on, the whole pafled the 
defile, marched :hrough Munden, and lay all the 
night under arms, on the other fide of the We- 
fer, in the little plain near Ginpen. 

In our retreat through the defile we were fol 
lowed by the hutlars only, who were driven back 
by the battalion of Buckeburg. When the 
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army had pafled Munden by midnight, we faw, 
in the woods upon the eminences, fome fires, by 
which we judged the enemy who had purfued 
us through the defile, were about 3 or 4000 men. 
The fick and wounded were carried from Munden 
jn the night: only rs0 were left behind, who 
were not in a condition to be removed. ‘There 
remained at Munden but a very {mail quantity of 
hay and (traw ; Gen. Oberg withdrew the garrifon, 
and yefterday the 11th, atday-break, we maich- 
ed, and incamped here, near Gunterfheim, with- 
out having our rear at all molefted. 

We cannot as yet make any certain eftimate 
ef our lofs in wounded and flain. It is thoughe 
not to be confiderable, and that it does not ex- 
ceed the number of 1000 men. The regiments 
of Ifenburg and Canitz have fuifered the moft, and 
are almott ruined. ‘The French had the advan- 
tage of a very great fuperionty; for though their 
officers, whom we have taken prifoners, talk of 
50,000 men, it iscertain they, at the loweftcom- 
putation, exceeded 30,000, ihe Saxon corps ha- 
ving been augmented by a laige detachment un- 
der M. de Chevert, and afterwards by the troops 
under the command of Meff de Fiz James and 
Chabot.— It appears that their eapital point was 
to get between us and Muriden; for, befides 
the unfuecedSful attempt to doir, which they had 
made O€t.g. they detached on the soth, even 
in the midit of the aétion, a body of 5 or Go0o 
men to this fide of the Fulde, to try the fords 
behind us, which we kept guarded. 


We fhall now give accounts from the 


oppotite fide concerning the battle of the 
roth. 


Letter from the camp of the Prince de Soutife at 
Lutiernberg, to. 


We have juft had a battle, which the enemy 
have been endeavouring to avoid tor fome days 
The reintorcements from M. Centades having 
joined me the 7th and &th, I paficd the Fulde 
the 9th, and attacked them the 1oth between 
Aldwerlagen and Lutternberg, where I {topped 
them, in the retreat they were making to Mun- 
den. The attack was extremely brifk, the troops 
{as ufval} performed wonders, and the enemy re- 
ured in great diforder, after above an hour’s re- 
fiftance. We have taken feveral cannon, {tand- 
ards and colours. The night, and the woods 
they ran to in confufion, fheltered them from 
our purfuit. However, the light troops followed 
them, and they are fending in prifoners every 
moment. This is all the account it is poflible to 
give at prefent: but you may hourly expect to 
be more amply informed of an event fo glorious 
to his Majefty’s arms. 

From the French camp at Lutternberg, 08.11. 

The allies in the a€tion of yetterday loft the 
greatelt part of their artillery, which they left on 
the field of battle, We purfued them to the 
traits of Munden ; but as the night was pretty 
far advanced when our troops arrived there, it 


Was not thought proper to engege the enemy in 


French accounts of the aftion at Lutternberg. 
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thofe defiles. We have taken 27 pieces of car- 
non, feveral flags, and {tandards, and fome bag- 
gage. We cannot yet determine the number of 
prifoners, as they are (till bringing in every mi- 
nute. We pailed laft night on the field of batile, 
and this day are employed in burying our own 
dead as well as thofe of the enemy. 


According to a lift {aid to be exa&t, 
up {mce that battle, of the Hanoverian and Hef 
fan infantry 143 men were killed, 369 wound- 
ed, and 503 ftrayed or miffing ; and among the 
cavalry only 23 were killed, 77 wounded, and 
73 miffing ; but of thofe that were miffing, up- 
wards of soo had returned to their colours or 
flandards. ‘They write from Franefort of the 
12th, that 200 waggons filled with wounded 
Frenchmen were come to Caflel. According to 
advices from the Hague, the French make a 
great noife about the vidtory gained over the 
Hanoverians and Heflians, but without defcend- 
ing to patiiculars, as they oblerve Gen. Oberg 
does. 

As to what has happened i» the 
neighbourhood of the Lower Rhine tor 
about two months, the advice we had 
received, that the allies put in march 
on the 2oth of Auguft for the duchy 
of Munfter [429.], probably took its 
rile from the motions of fome detach- 
ments. Their main body fill conti- 
nued in the neighbourhood of Coesteld, 
Dulmen, and Halteren, on the right of 
the river Lippe. On the 23d of Au- 
gult, the French paffed to the left of 
that river, and incamped at Reckling- 
haufen, between the duchy of Cleves and 
the bifhoprick of Munfter. In thelfe re- 
{pective fituations the two armies 
mnained very quict. It was agreed be- 
tween their commanders, pot to per- 
mit any firing from either fide of the 
Lippe ; and the officers converfed toge- 
ther as if they had been in perfect peace. 
According to letters from Utrecht, da- 
ted Sept. 10, Col. Scheiter, in the night 
of the 5th, with 500 horfe, fwam to 
the other fide of the Lippe, fell upon a 
party of 160 French horfe, totally de- 
feated them, and made fome prifoners. 
Advancing towards Welel, he feized a 
convoy of thirty waggons, with flour 
and wine, and 100 oxen, cut the facks, 
{taved the cafks of wine, and drove the 
oxen into the river, thirty of whicle 
were drowned, the reft being broughr 
fate to the army, without the lofs of a 
man, though fired at by the cannon of

Wefel. He at the fame time took two 
French meilengers going te Paris, and 
thirteen gold watches. An account of 
this exploit, dated from M. Contades’s 
head quarters at Recklinghaufen, allo 
Sept. 10. fays, that Col. Scheiter’s de- 
fipn was to intercept a convoy of a mil- 
lion of livres, which had happily arrived 
at Dorftan the day before ; that though 
he milled this treafure, he feized 60 
oxen, two dragoons, and three of the 
Dauphin regiment of horfe, and plun- 
dered feveral futlers who were going to 
Wefel, and a jeweller, from whom he 
took to the value of 30,000 livres in 
watches, rings, and other trinkets ; 
and intercepted three couriers, one go- 
ing to Paris, another to Strafburg, and 
a third from Soubife’s army to France. 
By later advices, M. de Contades had 
received tome turther reinforcements 
from France ; and was joined by about 
10,000 Saxons, under the command ar 
Pr. Navierus, their fovereign’s fon, who 
took polt at Unna. The French head 
quarters {till remained at Recklinghau- 
fen on the 24th of September ; burt dit= 
ferent advices bear, that they made di- 
vers motions that day towards the Up- 
per Lippe, which could not fail of pro- 
ducing fome motions on the part of the 
allies. Several recruits were arrived 
for both the Hanoverians and Hetlians. 
In the night between Sept. 28. and 
29. a corps of French troops, command. 
ed by M. de Bern, a lieutenant-general, 
pafled the Lippe. Next morning that 
body attacked an advanced polt of the 
allies, under the Prince of Holitcin. Got- 
torp, at Borken, and after a confider- 
ablercliltance drove it a good way back. 
The allies fry lofs in this attack 
coit them only 4x men killed and twelve 
wounded ; but that one of their tmall 
pofts which had frayed in the woods, 
confilting of an officer and thirty men, 
fell into the enemy’s hands, and that an- 
other pott of the tame number at Dalen, 
had been furprited ihe fame day by an- 
other French detachment, which pafled 
the Lippe nearly at the fame time. On 
the other hand, the French give out, 
that this expedition coft the aliies 5 or 
Sco men killed and wounded, belides 
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prifoners, with a part of their tents, 
kettles, and equipages ; but own that 
feveral of their officers, and among them 
the Count de Broglio, were wounded, 
and that they had fiity grenadiers kill- 
ed. Soon after this, the allies marched 
to the neighbourhood of Munfter, and 
the French to that of Hamm and Werle. 
Some of the molt material ulterior mo- 
tions and operations of the two armies 
may be learned from the following ac- 
count, dated from the head quarters of 
Pr. Ferdinand, at Soeft, O&. zo. 


On advice that Gen. Oberg had been worfted 
on the roth in the country of Hefle, his Serene 
Highnets formed a rc folution to make a diverfion, 
in order to stop the progrefs of the enemy in that 
quarter. With this view the army marched on 
the from Muntftcr for Warendorff; on 
the 16th, to Rheda; on the 17th to Conpelon, 
where bridges were the fame day thrown over the 
Lippe. The fame day the hereditary Prince, who 
led the vanguard, alfo pafled it, and incamped at 
Bonighaulen. On the 18th, at two in the morning, 
he refumed his march, to go and attack the Duke 
de Chevrenfe at Soeft, whofe corps was about 
seco trong, and had been all night upon their 
arms, He had received a reinforcement of 3000 
men from Werle. NeverthelefS, the hereditary 
Price attacked him { unexpe€tedly at feven in 
the morning, that he had not timeto form. He 
retired to Werle, after having loft fome men. 
We took 163 prifoners on this occafion. 

The army began at four in the morning to file 
off by the bridges of Conpelon; but the bad 
roads f greatly retarded our march, that the lait 
regiments did not arrive at the camp till the roth, 
at fix in the morning. The hereditary Prince 
went early in the morning to Werle, and drove 
the enemy from their poit, who took the route 
of Unna. The hereditary Prince rejoined the 
winy this day at Soctt. This morning M.de 
Contades abandoned the village of Hamm, and 
is goue to Werle, to join the reinforcement 
Which is returned trom Heffe under M. de Che- 
vert, the Duke of Fitzjames, and Pr. Xavier of 
NAACHY. 

Ve expe€t on our fide Gen. Oberg, who ha- 
ving palled the Weiér on the 17th at Holtzmin- 
den, will be able to-morrow or next day to join 
the army. ‘the Prmee of Hembnrg remains 
with a body of tieops near Gottingen, 
objerve the motions of the Prince de Soubife.

man months [a tax towards the fuppdrt 
of the war] at two payments; and as 
the public trealury was greatly reduced, 
to intreat his Imperial Majeity to bor- 
row 300,000 crowns in the name of the 
empire, with an alfurance that the loan 
thould be repaid out of the firft contin- 
gents railed by the Germanic body. The 
minitters from the courts of Brandenburg, 
Hanover, and Helfe-Catlel, excufed them- 
felves from confenting to this refolution, 
That of Hanover declared, that the 
French and Auftrian troops having by 
exorbitant contributions exhautted the 
revenues of the electorate, as well as the 
territories of its allies, he could not pol- 
fibly change his opinion. That of Bran- 
denburg referred to his memorial of June 
28. Ina word, this fubject occafioned 
great debates in the electoral college. 
By a conclufum of the aulic council, 
illued by the Emperor, dgted Aug. 21. 
the King of G. Britain, as Elector of 
Brunfwick-Lunenburg, is injoined im- 
mediately to difband his army, to with- 
draw the foreign troops he has caufed be 
brought into Germany, to make {fatif- 
faction to his co-eftates for the damages 
they have suffered, and to pay his con- 
tingent of the Roman mouths, on pain 
of being put under the ban of the em- 
pire. By three other particular decrees 
ot the fame date, the reigning Dukes of 
Eruntwick-Wolfenbuttle and Gotha, 
and the Count of Lippe-Buckeburg, are 
required, in the {pace of two months, to 
Withdraw their troops from the Hano- 
verian army, and join that of the em- 
pire, under the like penalty in cafe of 
non-compliance. We are aflured, that 
a mandate was iffued the fame day, by 
Which the King of Denmark, as Duke 
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the Duke of Mecklenburg, reftitution 
of the contributions and recruits railed 
in his country by the Pruflians, to pro- 
teét him for the future againft fuch en- 
terpriles, and to inform the Emperor 
within two months how he has executed 
this order. The 22d, injunctions were 
iilued for the following princes to quit 
the Proffian and Hanoverian armies, on 
pain of being fined 1000 gold marks each 
in cale of difobedience, az. Prince Augu- 
{tus Ferdinand of Bevern, the Margrave 
Charles of Schwedt, Prince Henry of 
Pruffia, sthe hereditary Prince Frederick 
Francis of Wolfenbutrle, Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Brunfwick, the hereditary Prince 
Frederick of Heife-Cailel, Prince Frede- 
rick of Wirtemberg, Prince George- 
Lewis of Holftein, Prince Maurice of 
Deliau, Prince Adolphus of Bernburg, 
and the Counts of Wied and Dohna. 
The Count of Wied Runkel is fummon- 
ed to turnifh his contingent to the army 
of the empire ; and the city of Franctort 
on the Main, with the cantons of the 
immediate nobleile of the empire, are 
charged to publith and execute the Em- 
peror’s avocatory retfcripts. 

According to a letter from Ratifbon, 
dated Aug. 10. in confequence of a con- 
clufum of the aulic council, the Empe- 
ror had juft granted to the Duchels- 
dowager of Saxe-Weymar, who is but 
nineteen years of age, letters of eman- 
cipation, by which his Imperial Majefty 
impowers her to act as guardian to the 
hereditary Prince her fon, who is a year 
old the 3d of September ; and in the 
mean time gives the adminiftration of 
the government of the country to the 
King of Poland, Elector of Saxony. 
People there were curious to know how 
this would be taken by the King of 
Denmark, and the reigning Duke of 
Brunfwick-Wolfenbuttle, whom the late 
Duke of Saxe-Weymar made his execu- 
tors, and his fon’s guardians. They 
write from Copenhagen, that the news 
of it was received at that court with the 
greateit furprife, and that his Danifh 
Majefty had taken a refolution, to a 
in concert with the reigning Duke of 
Bruntwick, in order to recover their 


of Hol{tein, is charged to procure for rights, and engage the court of Vienna 
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to reverfe the decree it had made upon 
this occafion. 

The Emperor has obtained from the 
new Pope a bull, impowering him to 
compelail archbilhops, bifhops, cloytters, 
abbeys, and other religious foundations, 
in Germany, to pay him a tenth of their 
revenu’s, for detraying the charges of 
the prefent war. 

According to advices from Rome, 
the exaltation of a Venetian cardinal to 
the pontificate appeared a very ftrange 
event, efpecially to thote who knew the 
ground of the broils between the holy 
fee and the republic. ‘The zealots had 
reafon to apprehend, that the Venetians 
would be the gainers. Neverthelefs, 
Clement XU. in the firft five weeks of 
his reign, terminated difcuflions in which 
the Pope was concerned, both as head 
of the Romith church, and as a tempo- 
ral fovereign. The fenate of Venice, 
which, under Benedi& XV. did not 
without great dithculty accept the me- 
diation of Lewis NV. has yielded in a 
very fhort time, and revoked its famous 
decree of 1755, by which all its fub- 
yects were forbid to appeal to Rome, or 
to relign benelices without leave from 
the fenate. The Pope, on account of 
his elevation, appointed a jubilee, which 
commenced at Rome Sept.15. His 
Holinels bas given the title of Arosto- 
ric Mayesty to the Emprets-Queen. 
On the 2d of October he dilpoted of 
three of the vacant cardinals hats, one 
to his nephew, another to the Abbé 
Count de Bernis, the French fecretary 
of {tate for foreign affairs, and the third 
to M. Priuli Bihop of Vicenzz.—— 
An aifair of a pretty extraordinary na- 
ture has lately taken up the attention 
of the jociety a? propaganda fide. Some 
bifhops of the Greek church, who late- 
ly recanted, and embraced the Roman- 
Catholic faith, have petitioned for 
berty to retain their wives, and at the 
fame time to continue in holy orders, as 
is done in the church of which they were 
members. This matter was of too 
much confequence to be determined by 
the fociety. They theretore referred it 
to an allombly of divines, who had met 
before the advices came away; but as 
they difered niuch in their opinion, it 
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was imagined the cafe would not be 
compromifed, but would be again refer. 
red to a full confittory, 

Letters trom Maprip agree, that 
the Britith minifter there had been pu- 
blicly affured, that the report of feveral 
Spanith thips of war being to join the 
French, was altogether void of founda. 
tion; and that, ou the contrary, his 
Catholic Majetty was refolved firmly to 
maintain an exact neutrality during the 


whole courle of the war. —— We have 


accounts, that his Catholic Majefty has 
been much indilpofed fince the Queen's 
death, and that his brother, the Infant 
Don Lewis, tranlacts all public bufines 
during his illnets. 

According to letters from Lissox, 
the proceedings againft the Jefuits went 
on with as much fpirit as they began; 
and the court had publifhed two mani- 
feitos, in which the whole fecret of their 
trade is laid open, and the immente 
wealth which has accrued to them, with 
the vatt loiles fuftained by the Spaniards 
and Portuguefe, are inconteftably des 
monttrated. That fociety, 
ou their credit, defired, by a memoria 
prefented to the court of Rome, that 
all proceedings againit them at Lifdon 
might be declared null, or at leaft ful 
pended ; but after long and warm de- 
bates in the congregation appointed to 
confider the memorial, the Pope thought 
fit to confirm the brief of his predecel- 
for.—By a Lifbon mail which arrived at 
London O&, 7. letters were received of 
the fame import with the following ar 
ticle, which afterwards appeared in the 
Brutlels gazette. 

Lifoon, Sept. 8. The 3d inftant,

None have accels to 
the King but the prime miniiters, his 
Muielty’s phyficians and furgeons, and 
Cardinal Saldanha. As his Majeity is 
ina manner adored by his fudjects, we 
cannot think thofe villains had any de- 
fion upon his perfon : we racher believe 
they were waiting at that place to mur- 
der dome body elie, and mistook their 
mins However it be, none of them 
have yet been difcovered.”’ 

On Monday O&. g the foliowing 
trinilation of a paragraph of a difpaitch 
written by Monf. Da Cunha, feeretary 
of (tite for foreign affairs and at war at 
Lifbon, dated Belem, Sept. 12. 1758, 
was fent to the feveral daily papers from 
Mr Pitt's office. 

“ Lalt Sunday the King had a fall in 
his palace, by which he was confidera- 
bly hurt in his right arm: he was let 
blood on Monday, and is at prefent 
better. Eis Majefty being prevented, 
by this accident, from attending to pu- 
blic affairs, for fome days, has impower- 
ed the Queen to fign difpatches, and 
other in{truments, during his tlnets.” 

Some letters from Oporto by a Groyne 
mail, which arrived on the 27th, im- 
ported, that an edict was publi(hed at 
Lifbon, forbidding all perfons to pre- 
fume to name the King and miniltry, 
on pain of banifhmeng,- By late ac- 
counts the Queen had, the direction of 
pudlic affairs; and the Marquis Miral- 
va, Signior Count Ugnan, and the old 
Vilcount Poute de Limay had been ap- 
pomted her affiflants. 

We learn from Paris, that the Uth- 
tr Morigeau was executed, Sept. 11.

That he, Mr Yorke, had thereupon declared,

We landed at the point of land that Fort 
Frontenac is built on, the 2¢th inft. late in the 
evening, about a mile trom the fort, where we 
were covered from the enemy’s cannon by a ri- 
fing ground. Next morning we brought our can- 
non, Gc. within seo yards of the fort, and be- 
ean to play upon it. We threw in fome fhells 
that did the enemy confiderable damage ; but our 
cannon could not make much impicthon on their 
wall at that diflance; therefore it was thought 
improper to (pend our time and ammunition to 
no purpole, and we refolved to make a nearer ap- 
proach to the fort that night. Col. Braditreee 
thought i¢ bett to take pofieflion of ao old in- 
trenchment made formerly betore the fort as a 
breattwork, but then partly deroliihed; and a 
party beng chofen. for the purpole, they went 
ilently in the night, and gor into it, and made 
another piece of an intrenchment that was fouid 
neceflary. As foon as the enemy heard them at 
work, they fired conftantly on them with their 
fsnnon and imall arms, but did not kill a man 
in the whole a€tion: there were about five wound- 
edin that place. The intrenchment being finith- 
ed about fun-rif2, we threw in thells, and tired 
upon them with our cannon; and being {> near, 
every fhell did execution; which foun lilenced the 
guns of the tort, and made them finke their co- 
lours to capitulate. “There was a large brig they 
took from us at Ofwcgo, and a French-buile 
fchooner, that had fome tur, deer-ikins, coarfe 
bale goods, é&c. on board, which fet fail for Nia- 
fara as foon as they faw the fort (trike their co- 
‘ours; but our cannon firing upon them, killed 
fume cn board, aud the reit fied in their boats 
on fhore, and left the brig and {chooner adrift, 
which we took poffeflion of. The terms on which 
the fort furrendered ave, that they are to have 
their money and cloathing, and to be pritoners of 
War. Col. Schuyler is to be exchenped for the 
£overnor of Fort Frontenac, and we ave to have 
40 exchange of prifoncrs for the reit, fent us to 
Lake Geoi ge. 

i cannot tell how many the garrifn confilted 
of; for boats full of them fied when the colours 
Were Struck, and the men on board the brig and 
{chooner fed. We found in the fort about 120. 
They had but few Indians, who all ran off— 
The fort was a regular fquare, buile with ttone 
and lime, the wali about ten feet h gh, with a 
trong platform of tunber all reund it, covered 
wth plank, upon which all thei cannon were 
planted. There were many other buiilings of 
fone and lime within the aod about it. Jt 
Was well ftored with every thing neceflary. There 
Were about 100 pisces of cannon, Lui many of 
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the largeft not mounted. Tt was the tore, where 
all provitions and warlike ftores weredent to, tor 
the ufe of the other forts S. W. of it. It had in 
it a vaft quantity of provifions, which we burnt 
in the tort, and every thing elf that the French 
left, and we could not bring away. It was well 
(loved with excellent finail arms. We burnt fe- 
ven veffels, great and fimall, in the harbour, and 
brought two with us. ‘The prifoners were ufed 
with the greateft humanity; not the leaft infule 
or abufe was given to the meancft. ‘They had 
not only their cloaths, but whatever elfe they 
thought ft to take with then. 

I foreot to tell you, that before we burnt the 
fort, we demolithed and threw down the wall as 
low as we thought needtul, As foon as we had 
pot gn board what plunder we took, we fet fail 
the 28th inft (the day after the fort was taken), 
and the brig and {Chooner arrived here lait mghe: 
but Col. Bradttreet and the battces are not come 
near, nor can we expeét him ull the weather 1s 
more moderate, tor a little breeze of wind raifes 
great {wells upon this like. There were about 
17 French killed and wounded, as far as we cau 
learn.

The fubjeét given out, was the plan, cleva- 
tion, and fection, with a perfpective view, ofa 
building, for ho!ding ftatues, in{criptions, ec. of 
great men, and a place adorned in the moft mag- 
vificent manner for the ufe of public academies;

aud the competitors were allowed feven months 
to perform it in. 

On the 6th September the drawings were given 
in ; on the 7th the competitars made their pro- 
vas t; ina few daysafter, the drawings were ad- 
judged, in prefence of Cardinal Camerlingi; and 
the tirit prize was unanmoully piven to Mr 
Mylnc. 

On the 13th, the great /ale in the fenators 
palace, ia the capitol, was fuperdly decorated lor 
the oceafion. ‘Vhere were prefent fixteen cardi- 
nals, all the foreign ambatladors, molt of the no- 
bitiy, and a vatt number of ladies and gentlemen 
of the firtt diftinétion, trom all quarters. No- 
thing could be more augult and folemn, more 
beautiful and clegant, than this aflcmbly; nor 
could any thing be more conducive towards {lri- 
king an awe into the breatls of our young candi- 
date, and his fellow premiati, who were placed 
on a kind of throne, higher and more confpicu- 
ous than any of the rett. 

Attcr an cxcellent oration, the premicti were 
called each by his name, and that of his country ; 
and medals, (truck for the ocealion, were deliver- 
ed to them by the cardinals. Two large fiver 
medals, of about tive crowns value each, with the 
ethgies of the prefent Pope on the one fide, and 
on the reverfe, St Luke painting the Madonna, 
were prefonted to Mr Mylne by Card.

An inquiry intoa late very extraordinary phy- 
fical tranfuction at Eaton.

For this reafon he was defirous to find 
fume means of perfuading the people without 
doors, that there was fuch a fever within, with- 
out alarming the people with o fufheiently to in- 
duce them to apply for other mevical aflitlance, 
which would have ruined the projcét. 

In the profecution of this icheme, Mr K—r 
piched upon Mr Bateman, a fon of Mr Bate- 
man the letter-wrter, a boy about eight years 
old, who was remarkably healthy andsobutt, but 
had been uttd to have fome kernets in his neck, 
for which a few dofes of gende phytic had been 
fturedly adminitered at spring and fall, with 
cels. 

Mr K~r is charged with having taken advan- 
tave-ot this ciucumitance, to pretend abroac, 
that the child was fdized with the infeétious fever, 
and that the complaint of the kernels was a ma- 
lignant fore throat ; that, im conicquence of tus, 
he ordered him to be put to bed, where he kept 
him feveral days ; but no marks of a fever, no 
eruption, or real fore throat appearing, he order- 


ed him up, and gave him three tucceiiive dotes of 


mercurial phytic, with a view to produce a Cegree 
of falivation, which he intended thould pats tor 
a critical dilcharge of the intectious humour of 
the fever, atter the morbid cuule bad lodged on 
the tontils and paroud vlands. . 

It happened that a falivation was excited by 
thefe in a much higher degree than was 
expected ; and Mr K—r, after his mercunials 
had been adminittered, was {0 negligent of his pa- 
tient, thet he did not fee him til he had faliva- 
ted three days to fuch a degree as to wet eleven 
of twelve napkins in twenty-four hours , his face 
and head being greatly enlarged ; his checks, 
tongue, and gums, exceeding fore; and his teeth 
loote with ulcers, floughs, and a breath. 
1 his falivation came on in the eve ning of Mon- 
Cay Nov. 14. Onk riday the 18th, while the child 
Was in this dreadful condition, Mr Bateman 
head by chance that he was ind (pofed ; but not

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knowing in what manner, or to what degree, he 
fent a pott-charte to tetch lim home. 

Mr K-—s, upon being fent to on the arrival of 
the chaite, vilted his patient; and finding 
in the dieadtul condition above deicnbed, and 
being equally afraid of tending him bome, and of 
having him viltted, was compeiled to write to Me 
Bateman, as he had been often pretied to do be- 
fore, and had always retuled. In the letter, da- 
ted the roth, Friday morning, he tells him, that 
the child had had the fever; that he bad given 
him two fmart mereurtal purges, the latt on the 
preceding Sunday, and that on Wednelday he 
aj peared to have a contiderable falival diicharge, 
which he believed to be partly a natural and ev 
tical drain from the lymphatic vellels, and which 
fhonld be caretully Kept ap; adding, that he 
thought him in a good way, and was not appre- 
heniive of any prefent danger. 

Mr Bateman, notwithttanding Mr af 
frrance that his child was in a good way, went 
early the next morning to fee him, and found 
him ina bigh talivation, with furrowed cheeks, 
floughed tongue and lips, a breath intolerably 
fetid and an immoderate ipitting. In the room 
with him were fevers] boys, which, his tpit- 
ting had been a eritical diicharpe of an intectous 
dileate, would have put their lives in the mott 
Imminent danver. Soon after Mr Bateman came 
in, the child was feized with an umveriel convul- 
fion, fo ttrong, and the spatnis seturned fo fre- 
quently, that his death was every moment ap- 
prehended. Hitherto no sttempt had been made 
to procure one tiool after the lath dofe of phyfic, 
though tt was now the fitth dav, nor to check 
the violence of the falivation under which he was 
apparenily finking. Proper methods were now 
taken, and an cminent phylican called in; who 
declared thathe never faw a ttronger falivation from 
mercury in his lite: but, notwithttarding all the 
afliltance that could now be aflorded, the unhap- 
py child expired on the evening of the 26th, ha- 
ving fupported a fhrong falivation for thirteen days. 

How far the lofs of a favourite child might m- 
fluence Mr Bateman in the reprefentation of this 
Cale 4 how far it may have dilpoled him to im- 
pute error where there was none; or to apgra- 
vate miftake mto a enme, duppeling a millake to 
have happened ; or to fugeelt finifter defigns to 
account for aconduét which in another view might 
appear to be laudable, mult be lett to the determi- 
nation of others. Certain however it i, that no 
aniwer has yet appeared to his pamphlets, though 
a tecond edition of one of them has been pubhin- 
ed feme months. We have waved tll now that 
we might give an account of the charge and an- 
fwer together; and if any anfwer thould herest- 
ter appear, a full and faithtul epitome fhall be 
given of it; as the fubject is interefting in the 
hiphett degree, not tu the parties only, but tothe 
public.

1758. However, as this bill had fuch 
a connection with the former, it was 
thought neceflary to fubjoin an account 
of it in this place; and it 1s hoped it 
will be taken up again this prefent fel- 
fion; tor the bounty is too high, and 
alfs payable when the price of corn is 
too high. 

As the preferving, and much more 
the extention of all the manufactures in 
the kingdom, depend upon enabling our 
poor labouring manufacturers to work 
tor leis wages than thofe of their rank 
can do in any of our rival countrics ; 
and as this depends entirely upon their 
having provifions, efpeciilly bread, ata 
greater certainty, and a Jefs rate, than 
the fame fort of provifions can be had in 
any other country ; it feems to be ridi- 
ctlous, to prant a bounty upon the ex- 
portation of our corn, when the price 
here is above what it may be purchafed 
at in any other country; and {till more 
ridiculous, to grant fuch a large bounty 
as may enable our merchants to fell it 
to our foreign rivals at a lefs price than 
Our manutacturers are obliged to pay for 
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it here at home ; which will always be 
the cate, when the bounty exceed the 
charge and rilk of exportation. 

From hence it is ealy to fee, what we 
ought to have under our confideration, 
when this affuir comes next betore par- 
liament. In the firit place, as Poland, 
Sicily, and Barbary, are, next tous, the 
three chief pgranaries of Europe, we 
ought to examine carefully into the u- 
fual middle price of corn in thete three 
countries ; and no bounty ought to be 
granted upon the exportation of our 
corn, when it iclis here above that price. 
Suppofe, for exainple, that a Dutch or 
French merchant may ufually purchate 
as much wheat as he has occation for, 
from 30 to 35 Ss. per quarter, and other 
jorts of grain in preportion, at Dant- 
zick, Sicily, or Barbary; in fuch cate 
no bounty ought to be allowed upon the 
exportation of corn from hence, whea 
it fells at the London market above that 
price. I fay, the London market; be- 
caufe if it {clls cheaper at any country- 
market, they oveht not to be encoura- 
ced to export it, rather than bring it to 
London: for if we grant a bounty up- 
on exportation, when our corn fells at 
any higher price at the London market, 
we do a great injury to all our manu- 
fuctures, by enabling our rivals to have 
that principal part of their provifions at 
a cheaper rate, than they could have 
them from any other country, and there- 
by enabling them to work at lefs wages 
than they could otherwile do. 

This we fhould in our prefent cireum- 

tances be particularly caretul to avoid ; 
becaule the wages of all fort of manu- 


facturers, and the price of every fort of 


labour, is at prefent, in this country, 
very much enhanced by our taxes, and 


by the vaft circulation of paper-credit ae 


mong us [ 286.] ; confequently we ought 
to avoid every thing that may any way 


contribute towards lowering the rate of 


wages, or the price of labour, among 
our foreign rivals. For this reafon mae 
ny are of opinion, that no bounty ought 
ever to be granted upon the exportation 
of corn. But it can do us no harm, 
when our foreign rivals can have corm 
at as low a price at home, or from o- 
ther 
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ther countries, as ~~ can have it from 
hence. And the granting of a bounty 
up ex] portation corn fells here 
at as low a price as it does in any other 
country, will alwavs be attended with 
two advantages: for the exportation 
will increate our general balance of 
trade; and the bounty will keep our 
corn here at home always about a cer
